Feel Good Too: Come to the taster day 


Council opens winning 
sport facilities in Leyton 

Feel Good Too, an exciting new 
sports facility hub in Leyton is 
opening this October. It has been 
built on Ive Farm Fields, where 
local people have played sport 
since the 1920s. The new facilities 
include beach volleyball courts, 
floodlit all-weather pitches and a 
running track. 

This is the first stage of a major 
regeneration of the area, including 
The Score Centre nearby, which will 
be regenerated to provide community 
facilities, some commercial 
workspace and new homes, including 
ones for council rent. Consultation 
on proposals for The Score will take 


place later this year - residents are 
invited to give their views on what 
should be included on the site. 

The sports clubs that have been 
based at The Score Centre will be 
moving over to the new facilities in 
October and there’s a ‘Come and 
Try It’ event inviting everyone to join 
in on Saturday 6 October between 
11am to 4pm. 

Later in the year, the tenants of the 
growing beds on The Score site will 
move to the new growing beds at 
Feel Good Too. 

The new facilities include: 

• Two floodlit all-weather sports 
pitches 

• A 60 metre running track 

• A fitness trail 


• Six beach volleyball courts 

• A pavilion including cafe, changing 
facilities, flexible community space 
and an office 

• 40 growing beds 

• Appropriate landscaping

Serving up the 
Community Cafe 

Part of the Feel Good Too project 
includes the opening of a new 
community cafe - the Discovery 
Cafe for local residents and sports 
fans to enjoy. 

The cafe will be a social enterprise, 
run by Waltham Forest Catering 
with the adjoining community 


space available for hire. Any profits 
generated from the cafe will be 
reinvested into the service which 
provides thousands of nutritious 
meals to schools across the borough 
every day. They also provide healthy 
meals for the borough’s holiday 
programmes and support public 
health initiatives that tackle social 
problems, improve people’s life 
chances, support communities and 
help the environment. 

Together, these two spaces will 
host a variety of programmes for 
different audiences at the heart of 
which will be health, wellbeing and 
community. Discovery’s menu will 
include ingredients from the growing 
beds on site and source local produce 
through our community partners. 

The Cafe will also be signing up to 
Waltham Forest’s Healthier Catering 
Commitment in keeping with their 
made-from-fresh ethos which sees 
them achieve the Soil Association’s 
Gold Catering Mark for their primary 
school menus year on year. 

Design-wise, the team are proud 
to be working with local designer and 
maker, Odel Jefferies of [MjODEL 
MAKER STUDIO for key pieces in the 
space. Operating out of Blackhorse 
Workshop in Walthamstow, Odel has 
a keen interest in community-based 
ventures and creative collaboration. 
Keep an eye out for a new website 
coming this autumn and Discovery 
Cafe launching on social media soon.

From the Leader Cllr Clare Coghill 



We have all heard on the 
news over the last few years 
about austerity and the 
unprecedented cuts to local 
authority budgets. However, 
austerity is not an excuse 
to give up, and retreating to 
provide only statutory services 
is not good enough for our 
residents. Instead, we must 
find new approaches to meet 
these challenges head on 
and provide the opportunities 
which our young people in 
particular need to succeed 
and make the most of their 
life chances. 

It was for this reason that I set 
up the Life Chances Commission 
last year, to take a forensic look 
at our borough, and to hear from 


our young people, our businesses, 
our schools and our experts to 
understand what more we can do 
as a council, in collaboration with 
you and our partners, to improve 
the life chances of young people. 

The Commission, under 
Chair Conor Ryan, has done an 
excellent job. We will implement all 
of their recommendations, working 
closely with young people, 
parents, schools, community 
groups, colleges, businesses 
and public sector partners. 

This will be a new way of 
working. We will not abandon our 
residents, leaving them to navigate 
the ever increasing complexities 
of everyday life alone. Nor do 
we expect to come up with all 
of the answers on our own. 


We will work with young people 
to develop ideas and design 
solutions, provide support where 
needed, and challenge them to be 
ambitious. This is the approach 
embedded in our Creating Futures 
council strategy, implemented 
to support our young people to 
create their own futures. 

It started this summer with our 
Big Youth Conversation, which 
saw lessons on Life Chances in 
local schools, and 2,500 young 
people giving us their views 
on how they feel about their 
opportunities and aspirations. This 
is how we want to work towards 
our goal of eliminating barriers 
and creating exciting new paths 
for our young people; by being 
consultative, collaborative and 


relentlessly focussed on tackling 
social inequality. 

I was also delighted to be at 
Kelmscott School in Walthamstow 
to launch the commission’s report, 
where I was joined by inspirational 
role models Reece Prescod, 
Danielle Morris and Pip Stone to 
speak to Year 10 and 11 students 
about how they can make the 
most of their life chances. Hearing 
from them really brought home 
how important this project is.

In brief 


Schools in Waltham Forest are 
launching a new action plan 
together with the council to 
tackle the rising numbers of 
pupils who are persistently 
absent from school. 

The latest figures from 2016-17 
show that secondary schools in 
Waltham Forest had the worst rates 
of persistent absence in London. 
Last year, 4,436 Waltham Forest 
pupils were persistently absent from 
schools in the borough. That is 12.2 
per cent of all pupils, 1.4 per cent 


above the national average and 2.2 
per cent above the London average. 

The Department for Education 
(DfE) defines a persistent absentee 
as a pupil who misses 10 per cent 
or more of their classes. There is a 
clear link between poor attendance 
at school and lower academic 
achievement. DfE research suggests 
that pupils with no absences are 
2.2 times more likely to achieve five 
or more good GCSEs than pupils 
missing 15-20 per cent of their 
lessons in years 10 and 11. 


In the summer term, head 
teachers from primary, secondary 
and special schools came together 
with senior council officers to tackle 
the problem. Head teachers from 
across the borough will attend a 
conference to launch the action plan, 
which will be held on 2 October at 
Heathcote School. 

Kerry Scott, Head Teacher of 
Ainslie Wood Primary School said: 
“Head teachers have recognised that 
we have to address this challenge 
and we will be working hard in our 


schools and as a group to improve 
attendance in Waltham Forest.” 

Schools and the council plan to 
involve everyone in finding solutions, 
including staff, children and families. 
Activities will be organised throughout 
the 2018-19 school year to support 
school staff to reduce absence. 

Parents and families will play a 
huge part in the success of the 
action plan. Head teachers will 
share absence figures widely to 
help the community to understand 
the problem. School staff will be 
invited to training on how to engage 
parents in improving punctuality and 
attendance. 

“Parents are responsible for pupils’ 
attendance at school,” says Cllr 
Grace Williams, Lead member for 
children and young people, “and 
we are committed to working with 
schools to engage parents and 
involve the local community in our 
action plan. Together we can reduce 
persistent absence so children and 
young people can learn at school 
and improve their life chances.” 

Schools will also be promoting 
the benefits of pupil attendance, 
celebrating progress throughout 
the year with competitions and 
awards for the pupils with the best 
improvements. 

This term, every school will 
complete a checklist of good 
practice and will create a school- 
level action plan to reverse the 
persistent absence figures, and to 
improve life chances for pupils in 
Waltham Forest.

Schools are STARS for committing to sustainable travel 



More than 50 schools in Waltham 
Forest have become stars after 
staff, pupils and parents, showed 
their commitment to sustainable 
travel. 

Primary, secondary schools, 
colleges and a pupil referral unit 
have secured accreditation in the 
Transport for London’s STARS 
(Sustainable Travel: Active, 
Responsible, Safe) programme, 
which encourages children, parents 
and teachers to walk, cycle, scoot or 
take public transport to school. 

This year, nine schools have 
secured the highest category of 
Gold status, 17 have been awarded 
Silver and 26 have secured Bronze 
accreditation. Schools participate in 
various events throughout the year 
to receive accreditation including 
holding lessons about healthy 
lifestyles, air pollution and active 


travel, as well as participating in 
events like Walk to School Week, 
cycle training and the council’s own 
inter-school Mini Tour de Waltham 
Forest cycling competition. 

Councillor Clyde Loakes, Deputy 


Leader and Cabinet Member for the 
Environment said: “We know that 
the average school run is less than a 
mile; unfortunately however, a lot of 
these journeys are carried out by car. 
Sadly these journeys are unhealthy 


for all of us, they contribute to rush 
hour congestion and increase air 
pollution; impacting on our health. 

“Four years ago, just three schools 
were accredited with STARS, now 
more than half of the borough’s 


schools are getting involved. We 
have been working with them to 
encourage everyone to change the 
way they travel to school, whether 
it’s by creating a ‘walking bus’, 
loaning cycles, providing free cycle 
training or carrying out anti-idling 
operations outside the school gates. 

“We now know that the changes 
the council is making are starting to 
make a real difference. Modelling 
carried out by internationally- 
renowned King’s College, London, 
has shown that these interventions, 
improvements in technology and 
the road improvements we have 
been making, are helping to improve 
the life expectancy of our children 
by creating the infrastructure and 
priority for more residents of all ages 
to feel safe to ditch the car and walk 
and cycle more,” adds Cllr Loakes.

Our bid to boost 


An ambitious plan to improve 
the life opportunities of young 
people in Waltham Forest has 
been published. 

The council report includes plans 
for better career advice in schools, 
mentoring from role models, better 
quality and volume of apprenticeship 
places, and an Opportunity Bank 
that will link young people with 
businesses and organisations to 
gain much needed work experience. 

The report was published in 
response to the Life Chances 
Commission report, also 
published last week. Leader of 
the Council Cllr Clare Coghill set 
up the commission last year to 
investigate how young people’s life 
opportunities could be improved. 
The commission included experts 


from education and business 
backgrounds as well as young 
people and covered three stages of 
young life - early years, school and 
post school. 

At the launch, three of the 
borough’s most inspirational young 
people talked to pupils at Kelmscott 
School in Walthamstow and 
answered their questions. European 
100m silver medallist Reece 
Prescod, Danielle Morris who got a 
first from Brunei University despite 
spending her childhood in care and 
Pip Stone who has made success 
of his apprenticeship at Eurostar, 
shared their stories. The school 
pupils got to hear how the panel 
became successful and the lessons 
they learnt along the way. 

Cllr Coghill said: “Despite the

The Life Chances Commission’s 
report and the council’s 
response was officially 
launched at a special assembly 
at Kelmscott Secondary 
School, Walthamstow, where 
the Leader of the Council Clare 
Coghill joined Team GB athlete 


Reece Prescod, Eurostar 
apprentice Pip Stone, and 
care leaver and entrepreneur 
Danielle Morris to speak to year 
10 and 11 students about how 
they can make the most of their 
life chances. 

The assembly, held on Thursday 


20 September, took the format of a 
panel session where each panellist 
spoke about their experiences 
growing up and what motivated 
them to succeed. Kelmscott 
students were then invited to 
ask questions at the end of the 
session about what their paths 
to independence, adulthood and 
success could look like. 

Camden, a Kelmscott pupil, 
found the assembly useful: “I want 
to be a geologist, and I have 
hobbies including the classics and 
Greek mythology and I also like art. 

I asked in the assembly for some 
advice on that, and was told that I 
should do what I thought was right, 
what I enjoyed the most, and also 
that it’s really good to have a hand 
in a lot of different things. I can look 
at going to university or studying 
abroad - I can do so many different 


things that will help me.” 

Reece, Danielle and Pip were 
asked to speak as they each have 
an inspirational story about the 
different paths to success they 
followed. Reece Prescod trained 
for years with bursary support from 
the council to become one of the 
most talented young athletes on 
the UK. After pursuing a career 
in football, Reece switched to 
focus on track athletics and his 
dedication meant he was selected 
to represent Team GB. Reece 
raced against Usain Bolt in his final 
race at the IAAF Championships 
in 2017, and most recently won 
silver in 100m at the European 
Championships in August this year. 

Danielle Morris was bought up 
by foster carers from the age of 
four months, and lived with eight 
different families during her time 


in care. Through hard work and 
determination Danielle secured a 
first-class honours degree from 
Brunei University and currently 
works at Waltham Forest as the 
first-ever Care Leavers’ Champion, 
as well as having established her 
own business. 

Pip found that the further 
education route was not for him, 
and took an apprenticeship with 
Eurostar where he thrived. Starting 
in an entry position, Pip learned 
about the company and everything 
it does and is currently Training and 
Development Manager, helping 
to welcome new starters in their 
career journeys. 

Cllr Clare Coghill said: “I’m so 
grateful that Reece, Danielle and 
Pip could be here today to share 
their time, their energy, and their 
incredible experiences.”

Racing to the top: 
Reece Prescod 


Not one to rest on his laurels, rising 
athletics star, Reece Prescod - who 
won silver in the 100m at the European 
Athletics Championships this August, is 
back in training for future Olympic and 
world titles. 

Reece also won the 100m British 
Championship title in 2017 and maintained 
it again this year. The 22 year old’s training 
was supported by the ‘Sporting Kangaroo’ 
bursary programme from Waltham Forest 
Council and the Australian Olympic 
Commission. We caught up with Reece off 
the track to find out more about how he’s 
made it work: 

What does Life Chances mean to you? 

To me this has been a really good opportunity 
to come in and inspire kids, and teach them 
and give them my perspective on life. They 
often hear from adults, but to meet someone 
who’s actually come from the area - I’m a 
Walthamstow boy born and bred, and now 
I’m doing things on a worldwide level. I feel 
for them. It’s inspiring, and I’d love to come 
back and do it again. 

What helped you achieve your 
aspirations? 

I think a lot of hard work, and having the right 
people around me. My parents were really 
adamant in pushing me to follow my dreams, 
and when I first got my bursary from the 
council I had the money to do my training. 
They were really helpful in providing me with 
all the services. It’s a great thing and I’m really 
grateful for it. 



What advice would you give to young 
people? 

The main thing is hard work. Make sure 
you apply yourself and focus - anything is 
possible. For the young people here - they 
should follow their dreams and I feel like they 
can do whatever they want to do. 


What role do you think the council can 
have? 

The council’s main role if they can do it is 
to create schemes, and to identify kids’ 
talents and help push them down the right 
path. If you know someone wants to be a 
footballer, for example, if the council could 
use its networks to show them the right way 
it would just make life a bit easier. It could 
be help to apply, or help with a CV. I feel that 
young people need the right opportunities 
and the right guidance to allow them to do 
what they want to do.

What helped you achieve your Life Chances? 


In the spirit of boosting life 
chances for young people, we 
asked some of our Councillors 
and key delivery partners what 
helped them achieve their 
aspirations. From working 
their way up to surrounding 
themselves with hard-working 
people, to sticking with an 
education, taking on an 
apprenticeships or on-the- 
job training, moving on from 
failure and looking to family 
as mentors - here is what 
they said: 



“My career in the LFB started in 
1990 - before that I was running 
a company and found by trial and 
error that it wasn’t for me. Making 
money didn’t do anything for me. 
When I looked back at what I got 
the most out of, I realise I got a lot 
of satisfaction from helping people. 

I slowly came through the ranks, 
and a really interesting part of 
the fire brigade is that everybody 
starts off as a firefighter on the 
lowest rung and then works their 
way up. Even the commissioner, 
Dany Cotton, started off as a 
firefighter and now runs the whole 
organisation. I was sponsored by 
the LFB to take some qualifications 
and now have a MA and an MBA 
that I achieved through the fire 
brigade. It’s been really good, 

I’ve now done 28 years in the fire 


brigade and I’ve enjoyed it.”

“I grasped opportunities as they 
came along, but I had no clear idea 
of what I wanted to do with my 
life when I was in my late teens. 

I started working in operating 
theatres, a job that was effectively 
an apprenticeship, with on the 
job training. A few years later, I 
decided to join the police, and it 
was only when I was in the police 
that I went on to higher education 
and got a degree. That served me 
well, and I had a good career in the 
police. That set me up for the type 
of work that I do now.”

“I was never the best student in 
class, so I surrounded myself with 
the people I thought were really 
good and I spent all my time doing 
my homework with them. I went to 
extra revision sessions with them, 


and it just felt like maybe it rubbed 
off. The other thing that helped me 
to achieve, was having a mother 
who always told me I could do 
anything I wanted to do. Everyone 
believes what their mum says so it 
paid off - listening to my mum!”

“I’ve failed a 
number of things 
in my life - lots of 
failures in exams 
or whatever but I 
carried on working 
hard” 



“I was lucky enough that at the 
age of 14 I had a mentor and 
she worked for Ernst & Young 
[EY]. She didn’t come from the 
perfect family background but she 
became an accountant and was 
doing really well. She suggested I 
consider accounting when I didn’t 
know what to pick for my A-Levels. 
I went on and did it and I came out 
top of the class. Just from having 
one person believe in me, and see 
something in me that I didn’t see in 
myself, helped - that’s something I 
try and pass on now.”

“The most important things for me 
growing up were my family and 
my education. I was adopted as a 
young person and stuck with my 
education. I have lived in a number 
of different countries and that has 
also enriched my experience and 
I think, my quality of life.”

“I wanted to better myself and 
prove what I could achieve. I had a 
love/hate relationship with school, 
but I wanted to prove that all of 
the negative things I had been told 
were incorrect. 

We need to encourage schools 
to provide career advice, and to 
get some real businesses and 
industries from the local area into 
the school to talk to young people 
about how they can start a career. 
The university route is always 
pushed, but it’s about encouraging 
young people to do what they 
really want to do.”

“In many ways I would tell my 
younger self to listen more to my 
dad. He taught me to question 
things, and not to take what 
people tell you for granted. He 


taught me to read books, and 
reference things, which was a lot 
harder then, before the age of the 
internet. I think I would have spent 
more time in libraries, and taken his 
advice to go and learn things for 
yourself.”

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Grow your own: Apply for 
an allotment 


Get your shovels poised for 
the reopening of allotment 
applications this Friday 28 
September. From a great 
chance to grow healthy food 
to saving money and enjoying 
the outdoors - there’s lots of 
reasons to sign up for your own. 

We spoke to Doris Sculthorpe, 
who has tended to her Low 
Hall Lane Allotment since 1994, 
about her allotment and why she 
encourages anyone to apply for 
their own. Doris said: “Having a 
very small garden, there wasn’t 
any room to grow vegetables and 
my allotment was opposite my 
house. I grow potatoes, carrots, 
onions, shallots, leeks, beetroot 
and herbs and runner beans can 
be grown in a pot. Other people 
grow cabbages, broccoli and salad 
crops. I mainly use the vegetables 
to accompany a meal and also 
make various soups.” 

It’s not just about growing healthy 


food - allotments also help to grow 
a sense of community. “We have 
a good relationship between all 
the plot holders and we’ll help one 
another and exchange any surplus 
vegetables. Some of the larger sites 
hold their own shows and also have 
social events such as barbecues.” 

Doris is also the allotment site 
representative and helps to share 
information and resolve any issues 
or queries that plot holders have. 

“A few years ago the council tested 
the soil on the allotments sites,” 
explains Doris. “Our site was found 
to have lead in some parts and so 
the council provided us with raised 
beds.” 

The waiting list to sign up for 
allotments in Waltham Forest will 
reopen on Friday 28 September, 
and Doris strongly encourages other 
residents to take on an allotment. 
“Apart from all the fresh veg, the 
exercise, fresh air and community 
spirit is well worth the time spent 


working on site. If you’re considering 
applying for an allotment you need 
to take into account the spare time 
you can dedicate to working it. It 
doesn’t take as much time as many 
people think but it has to be on a 
regular basis. 

“I would say take one on, you 
might surprise yourself and if you 
find it is really not to your liking you 
can always give it up at the end of 
the year.” 

And don’t worry if you’re not sure 
how to get started - there will be 
plenty of new friends to meet at the 
allotments who will be more than 
happy to share some top tips with 
a new allotment neighbour.

Colby Lodge: New 
sheltered housing 


More than two million pounds 
from council house sales has 
helped provide 20 new sheltered 
homes in Walthamstow thanks 
to a partnership between 
Waltham Forest Council and the 
Walthamstow and Chingford 
Almshouse Charity. 

The seven million pound scheme, 
in The Drive, was officially opened 
this Wednesday 18 September and 
includes 20 fully accessible flats 
built for people over the age of 55 
who have lived in Walthamstow 
or Chingford for at least five 
consecutive years. Waltham Forest 
Council has nomination rights after 
giving £2.1 million towards the cost 


of the project. 

The Walthamstow and Chingford 
Almshouse Charity traces its origins 
back to 1527 when Sir George 
Monoux built some alms houses 
to improve the life chances of older 
residents. Colby Lodge follows in 
that tradition, reflecting the council’s 
commitment to provide support and 
housing for our residents to help 
them enjoy living in our borough. 

Gillian and Maurice Matthews are 
two of the residents at Colby Lodge. 
Gillian was born at Thorpe Coombe 
Hospital in September 1949, and is 
delighted at her move, literally just 
around the corner. 

Gillian said: “We have a large one- 


opens 

bedroom flat on the second floor 
with a big front room and large wet 
room as well as a fully-fitted kitchen 
which includes a waist-level oven 
so you don’t have to bend down 
when cooking. There is also a lovely 
balcony where we enjoyed this 
summer’s sunshine and we have 
plenty of storage space too. 

“The underfloor heating has also 
cut a lot from our electricity bill as 
our previous flat had night storage 
heaters which were expensive 
and inefficient so we’re saving 
on bills too.” 

Maurice, age 86, added: “I do 
the cleaning and it’s really easy to 
maintain. As well as our own flat 
there is a lovely shared garden, 
including a water feature, and 
shared lounge where we can 
meet and chat. 

“A big bonus for us was the 
strong security. You need a fob to 
get through all the doors and we’ve 
also found all the staff here very 
helpful and friendly. We are both 
very happy here.”
